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They can be hem-stitched, or ornamented 
by a running vine, with leaves in all their 
natural colors. 



SOLID silver bowls, big and little, are 
the fashion this season. Many of them 
are without any special ornamenta- 
tion, the shape being the artistic point. They 
are used for fruit or flowers, bon-bon trays, 
ash receivers^and toilet accessories. 



A PRETTY French toilet-dresser can be 
made by covering the top of a small 
pine table with thick white felt. Over 
this is a plain piece of India silk with a very 
deep ruffle, which commences from the edge 
of the table, and falls in graceful folds to the 
floor. 



TO FURNISH this dainty affair the toilet 
accessories should be of real shell, 
tipped with silver, and in the centre 
should be placed an oval looking-glass, 
which stands on feet.

Sections 
of the wheel, such as the lantern, are made 
into inkstands, sealing lamps, and other 
similar devices. The bicycle has now be- 
come an aid as a photograph frame, perfect 
in every detail and finish.
